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Claim Status 

Claims 1-8 are active in the case. Claims 9-10 have been cancelled by amendment. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
of a kit for the treatment of retinitis pigmentosa using the specific combination of the enzymes 
recited in the sequence and timing recited was not found in the prior art. 

The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, over the precise meaning of the term 
"physiological solution" is overcome by the clear explanation and submissions in applicants' 
remarks submitted 30 April 2008. As well, applicants' amendments to the claims obviate the 
rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, over the relationship between the lyophilized 
form of the enzyme and the physiological solution being supplied with the kit. 

The rejections of the claims under 35 USC 101 is obviated with the removal of the "use" 
language and the recital of positive method steps.
